I regard 
myself pledged to this because my con- 
ception of the true democratic faith and 
mblic duty require that this and all 
>ther statutes should be kept in good 
aith and without evasion enforced, and 
Because iu many utterances made prior 
;o my election as president approved by 
;he party to which I have no disposition 
o disclaim, I have in office promised 
the people that this should be done. 
Jf am notimmindfalof the fact to which 
,'ou refer, that many of our citizens fear 
hat the recent party change in the na- 
iouol executive may demonstrate that 
he abuses which have grown in the 
civil service are ineradicable.
